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Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant has been directed on multiple occasions to adhere to the following 
paragraph: 

a. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" 
pointing out disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must 
also discuss the references applied against the claims, explaining how the 
claims avoid the references or distinguish from them. 

2. Upon review of the amendment filed 8/1 7/07, Applicant's arguments do not 
comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(c) because they do not clearly point out the patentable 
novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed 
by the references cited or the objections made. Further, they do not show how the 
amendments avoid such references or objections. Applicant has merely provided a 
broad statement that the density and dimensions are critical but has not demonstrated 
its criticality. Further, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the density of a device to make it 
lightweight and portable and modify diameter to accommodate a variety of different 
sized users, since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result 
effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 
USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). The indicated allowability of claims 16 and 18 is withdrawn in 
view of the reference(s) to Week et al. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
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this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bean in 
view of Stodgell. The rejection from the office action mailed 9/7/05 is incorporated 
herein. 

5. Claims 16, 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Week et al in view of Stodgell. The rejection from the office action mailed 9/7/05 is 
incorporated herein and applied to claim 19. 

6. Claims 10 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bean in view of Silverman. The rejection from the office action mailed 9/7/05 is 
incorporated herein. 

7. This action is a final rejection and is intended to close the prosecution of this 
application. Applicant's reply under 37 CFR 1 .1 13 to this action is limited either to an 
appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences or to an amendment complying 
with the requirements set forth below. 
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If applicant should desire to appeal any rejection made by the examiner, a Notice 
of Appeal must be filed within the period for reply identifying the rejected claim or claims 
appealed. The Notice of Appeal must be accompanied by the required appeal fee. 

If applicant should desire to file an amendment, entry of a proposed amendment 
after final rejection cannot be made as a matter of right unless it merely cancels claims 
or complies with a formal requirement made earlier.
